INTERESTING LETTER. 



Mr. T. E. Elgin, formerly of this ' 
city. In a letter to the .New Era, 
Mupkiiisville, says: i 

I Pretoria, Sept. 26, 1 910. — My LK-ar I 
F'olks at Home: — Perhaps you would ' 
( njoy hearing something of an elec- I 
tion In South Africa. < 

In .March of this year, the four ' 
colonies of Transvaal. Orange River, i 
.Natal and Cape Colonies formed the t 
Union of South .\frira, and on May t 
31 the Honorable .Mr. Gladstone I 
was sworn In as governor general, i 
having been appointed by the erown t 
to that ofllee. 

Some of those selected as mem- | 
hers of the governor general's rabt- , 
net were General Smula. minister of i 
Interior; General Mertzug, miniiter j 
of Justiee, and General Botha, a ( 
mentally strong Dutehman, who was , 
prominent in the Doer war. 

General llotha was called by the i 
governor general aa prime minister ' 
and minister of agriculture. When ■ 
this fact was made known the whole i 
world was ready to congratulate 
both the FIngllsh and Dutch people | 
on having put aside the bitterness , 
and haired that existed during and q 
shortly after the war, and the good , 
and friendly feeling of the must ^ 
prominent Boers and Britons for t 
each other. t 

This seeming good feeling was not I 
to last long, however, for the ap- a 
pointment of General Botha aa mem- J 
her of the cabinet was only for a f 
short period, until an election could 1 
be held, aud when the political cam- l 
paign started the "fur began to tly.’’ I 

The Slanderton iPstrirt has hers- c 
tofore been represented In provim iai c 
parliament by General llotha. aud c 
has always given him a good ma- 
jority of the votes In that district. 
Through the Influence of his parly, 
be decided to "stand" fur union i>ar- 
liamenl as the ".National" candidate. 
His opponent was Sir Perry Fitzpat- 
rick, a prominent Irtahnian, who Is 
very popular with the English peo- 
ple of South Africa, and who made 
the race on the "Unionist" ticket.

It very soon developed that the 
Issue was a race question, aud the 
political tight was Flngllsb versus 
Hutch. ronse<|uenlty all the old feel- 
ing that was said to have bei u 
burled was revived, and each day 
the tinea were more cioaely drawn. 

It was claimed by the friends of Sir 
Percy Fitzpatrick that the light was 
between privilege and demoi'rary; 
the Nationalists declaring that "The 
-Vfrieander must be ’bbaas,’’ while 
:he Unionist says, "The taxpayer 
must rule.” 

General llertzog succeeded lu get- 
ting an act passed that made teach- 
ing of both the Dutch and Flngllsh 
languages In schools in Grange River 
'’olony compulsory, so It naturally 
followed that there would be Id the 
'ampaign what was called "Hertzog- 
ism" and "Anti Hertzoglsm." Gen- 
eral Botha to a certain extent was 
on the defensive side of this all, as 
ienernl lle-tzog was appointed mem- 
ber of cabinet by him. Sir Percy of 
course used It as a cudgel to light 
him with. 

It was thought when General 
llotha was elected prime minister 
that he could rccomile the two 
races, hut bow well he succeeded 
vnly the results of tbs election could 
tell. 

As time went on the campaign 
grew heated, the candidates and 
their friends stumping the country, 
the newspapers devoting almost all 
their apace to potitici, the people 
talking it all the time until scarcely 
anything else was though of. The 
Unionist papeia inserted in nearly 
every column in big lettera such 
>aragraphs as "f>o you want Indus- 
trial and teviinical ediientioii for 
vour children' Vote I’nloiilst.” and 
"Are you against prohibiting the 
lmi>ortution of comp«-tenl, trained 
llritlsh teachers? Vote Unionist.’’ 

General Smutts was the .National- 
ist candidate for re-election In the 
Pretoria west district; the. l.ahour 
party had its troubles and the inde- 
pendent candidate "also ran." 

The day before the election, a 
man who looked to be old enough 
to vote could not walk down the 
street without being handed cam- ^ 
paign literature such as hand hills, 
reading on one side, "Stein vonr 
Buxton een eigen huis voor Ider 
Blank Zuld-Arika en geen kadlr 
stenirecht. Werk voor onze en Doch- 
ters” On the other side of the bill 
It read. “Vote for Bnxluu and Homes' 
for the People. White South Africa. 
Abolish the Nigger Vote. Work for 
our children." 

There are two of us here from 
America, one has been In Africa' 
little more than a year, the other j 
less than two monthi, so not being' 
well acquainted with candidates or' 
conditions, we naturally took no 
part In the campaign, but were in- 
torested spectators. Politics was the 
subject for discussion on the street. 

In the shops, at the dinner table, or 
an.vwhere else mat a bunch of 
meu liappMiiad to meet, until evou 
strancers lu the country would Uaru 



I that something unusual was occupy- 
ling the minds of the people. Civil 
[servants are nut allowed to take an 
active part In politice, but there Is 
no objection to their reading the 
' papers or hearing others express 

I their upliiions, and those civil ser- 
vants who have been in the country 
long enough to register, can vote. 
Campeigu Clowe. 

The night before the el«*ctlon, the 
two leading candidates mado their 
closing speeihes. At the Rex rink 
I there was a big crowd of men and 
women, evidently mostly Dutch, and 
wTien General llotha arose to speak 
he was greeted by prolonged cheers, 
and while the speech was In Eng- 
lish, the applause, the "Uuoa" aud 
responses were In Dutch. 

At the Capital rink Sir Pen-y 
■poke to equally as laige a crowd as 
General llotha had, hut nearly all 
I were Englishmen. 

It seemed to one who was not ac- 
customed to such strenuous times 
that things were getllug pretty 
warm, but a big Irishman who now 
lives here said this campaign and 
election was "l.mie’’ romparcxl to 
"Olreland." "Why," he said, "we 
would not think of having an elec- 
tion In a tnwu in my country with 
the streels all dug up as they are 
here; ther<> are too many louse 
■tones lying around, the air would 
be full of flying missiles.’’ 

The iKills o|tened at 6 o'clock, but , 
long before that time a number of 
autoa were in readiness to bring In 
the voters from wherever they could 
be found, the Nationalists and 
Unionists banners covering both 
sides of thi’lr respective ears. The 
.Nationalist banners were in red and 
white and having in big letters, 
"Vote for Botha, .‘Rem voor llotha." 
so either Engllshmsn or Dutchman 
would know what It meant. • 

The Unionists used equally ns 
large banners, but their colors were 
grt>en and white and read, "FTts." 
These big ms' bines were kept Vuing 
whizzing all day, and brought In 
many voters who otherwise would 
have stayed away from the polls; 
then there were quite a good num- 
ber who were away from home, 
some In the remotest part of South 
Africa, but the caudidatea and their 
friends saw that thi‘sc IH-ople got 
home In time to vole. Many came 
to town from the "Hack Veld." some 
in good vehicles and some In differ- i 
ent styles. As one has said of their 
conveyances, they looked like piles 
of kindling wood put together to 
form B cart, and a lot of bones eov- i 
<>red with untsnned skins and deco- , 
rated with long ears which made i 
them resemble mules and donkeya. i 

The streets were full of men and 
women, all dlscusalng the one sub- 
ject; the colors of the candidates 
were everywhere to be seen; rosett«*s 
were worn by numerons supporters 
>r both parties, and It would he 
lllflcult to say which were more In 
evidence, live white and red of the 
Nationalists nr the green and white 
of the Unionists. 

The polls rinsed at 8 p. m and 
the returns are nsually In from all 
the nearby prcK-inrta In less than 
iwo hours, so by 9 o’clock crowds 
had gathered at the several places 
where reports were given out anxi- 
ously awaiting to hear from the few 
most Interesting districts. 

The Results. 

The results were given to the pub- 
lic by meant of the stcreoptlron. 
which threw the plain figures on a 
canvas. In front of one of the gov- 
ernment bulldlngi a Dutch paper 
was giving the desired Information, 
and the crowd looking on wua cer- 
tainly composed largely of Dutch, 
for whuii a plate was taken from 
the machine and replaced by one 
that read " Pretoria West Verkoaen. 
Smuts," there was a tremendous 
noise went up from many mouths

of the crowd. Fats thrown Into the 
tir, nags waveu aud Dutch songe 
were sung. There were a few Eng- 
lishmen In the crowd, but at this 
lime they were very, very qslet, and 
stood aud wailed to hear from the 
one district In which every one was 
BO much Interested. After a short 
while tbo plate was changed, and 
the new one read "Pretoria Goal. 
Verkoz«u>, FXtz." It was then the 
FIngllsbman’s turn to yell, and the 
comparatively small number pnetmt 
made good ure of the opportunity, 
and eecined to think it was thvir 
duty to uisKc as Tiiurh noise as the 
Nationalists had a few minutes be- 
fore; they yelled "Hurrah for F'lti."

Breaking of the Hurley tobacco 1 1 
pool la not regarded as likely tojj 
affect the wealerii Kentucky tobacco j 
ponia by H. L. Barnett, atale aecre- j 
tary of the Farmer*' I'nlon. The j 
fact that It la an entirely different 
kind of tobacco and that It la in an- 
other necilon of the state are fa> tors 
that will not spread discontent 
among the weatern Kentucky |>ool- 
era. 

"Theie is a ahortage In the for- 
eign market for dark tobacco," said 
Secretary Harnett, "and I look for a 
auccesaful sale of the pooled crop. 

I rcallxe that the buyera may try to 
wage an effective tight, but through- 
out the organization our members 
are Informed of the exad condition, 
and I believe that they will all hold. 

I also expect to aee better price* 
maintained this year, and the pooled 
Top should sell for an averaga of 
t cent to I cent higher than the 
pool of last year. 

‘'From what 1 can learn the buy- 
ers this year probably will try to 
make use of tlie break of the Burley 
pool, although the exact amount of 
tobacco thrown on the market I have 
not learned.
